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SURVEYOR  (JENERAL’S  REPORT. 


Tho  luiegoiiig  shows  tlie  aiiiouiit  of  money  collected  Irom  liens  against 
uupatented  lands,  purcliase  money  for  original  warrants,  and  fees  of  office 
received  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  year  ending  November  30. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  not  expected  that  as  much  money 
would  be  received  from  liens  on  unpatented  lands  as  was  collected  from 
that  source  during  the  year  previous,  but  as  long  as  the  general  business 
interests  of  the  State  remained  in  such  a depressed  condition  it  was  deemed 
best  not  to  enforce  settlement  by  legal  i)roeess,  but  to  depend  altogether  on 
such  payments  as  would  be  made  by  those  who  had  received  special  notices 
of  their  indebtedness  to  the  Commonwealtli  and  desired  to  have  a clear  title 
to  their  lands. 

As  these  claims  are  a first  lien  on  the  lands  against  which  they  arc  en- 
tered they  maybe  considered  comparatively  secure,  though  each  year  their 
collection  becomes  more  expensive  and  uncertain  because  of  the  difficulty 
in  definitely  ascertaining  the  location  of  tlic  different  tracts. 

Until  1804  comi)aratively  little  had  been  done  for  many  years  in  the 
work  of  closing  up  tlie  unfinished  business  of  tliis  department.  The  act 
passed  that  year  established  a new  system  of  collection  which  lias  been 
steadily  carried  forward.  It  involved  a groat  deal  of  labor  and  reijuircd  a 
large  clerical  force,  but  the  results  from  it  have  been  gratifying  since  the 
money  collected  was  more  than  double  the  amount  collected  for  an  erpial 
period  of  time  previously. 

The  amount  of  money  collected  through  this  office  during  the  last  three 
years  has  been,  in  round  numbers,  $140,000,  and  since  the  passage  of  the 
act  of  20th  INIay,  1861,  over  $500,000.  As  much  more  may  be  collected 
from  this  source  within  the  next  few  years,  even  if  but  few  suits  arc  insti- 
tuted to  compel  settlement. 

These  claims  are  justly  due  the  State  and  should  be  paid;  besides  it  is 
of  great  importance  tt>  those  owning  un[)atentcd  lands  to  pay  these  liens 
and  thus  obtain  jierfect  titles  from  the  Commonwealth.  Real  estate  is  each 
year  becoming  more  valuable',  and  as  its  value  increases  greater  attention 
will  be  paid  by  purchasers  to  have  titles  full^’^  investigated.  3lany  buyers 
now  refuse  to  close  bargains  nntil  evidence  is  furnished  that  the  land  is 
patented  and  the  Commonwealth  is  full}'’  paid. 

A strong  reason  why  owners  of  nnpatented  lands  should  apply  for 
patents  and  complete  their  titles  is  found  in  the  fact  that  this  Depart- 
ment has  no  other  record  of  an  nnpatented  tract  than  the  return  of  survey; 
and  many  of  the  surveys,  from  the  bad  (piality  of  the  iidc  and  paper  used 
in  them,  are  becoming  almost  unintelligible,  and  in  a few  years  it  may  be  a 
difficult  matter  to  make  a patent  on  some  of  them  or  preserve  their  impor- 
tant evidence  of  boundary.  Resides,  in  the  constant  handling  and  copying 
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of  these  surveys,  it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  for  .them  to  be  wrongly  filed, 
and  when  that  happens  it  is  almost  an  impossibility  to  find  them  again. 

Whether  the  Commonwealth  brings  suits  or  not  it  is  undoubtedly  the  in- 
terest of  every  landowner  to  know  that  his  land  is  patented  so  that  he  may 
be  assured  that  there  is  an  enduring  record  of  its  metes,  bounds  and  quan- 
tity which  cannot  be  mislaid,  and  in  this  connection  it  seems  pertinent  to 
remark  that  a degree  of  carelessness  exists  in  regard  to  land  titles  not 
consistent  with  the  fact  that  the  title  to  land  is  one  of  the  most  solemn  con- 
tracts which  can  be  made,  and  that  our  people  are  proverbially  jealous  of 
everything  that  relates  to  the  evidence  of  right  to  their  farms  and  homes. 

Under  the  act  of  11th  April,  1812,  special  lists  have  been  sent  to  county 
surveyors  to  serve  notice  upon  the  owners,  agents  or  occupiers  of  unpat- 
ented lands,  covering  2,219  tracts  and  embracing  503,393  acres,  upon  which 
there  is  due  the  Commonwealth  $111,219  89. 

The  State  has  borne  the  expense  of  serving  these  notices,  and  it  was  con- 
fidently expected  that  a greater  number  of  those  notified  would  have  at- 
tended to  the  patenting  of  their  lands  within  the  six  months  from  the  date 
of  service  allowed  by  the  act  before  suits  could  be  commenced.  Doubt- 
less, when  general  business  improves,  very  many  will  complete  their  titles 
and  pay  off  the  liens  before  additional  costs  shall  have  been  added  to  the 
amounts  now  due.  In  view  of  the  large  number  of  notices  served  there 
should  be  no  falling  off  in  the  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  from  this 
source  next  year,  but  on  the  contrary  it  should  be  increased. 

A careful  examination  of  the  Land  Lien  dockets  show  that  there  are  liens 
against  13,531  tracts,  aggregating  2,365,430  acres,  on  which  there  is  due 
.$158,230  00,  of  which  lists  have  yet  to  be  made  and  forwarded  to  county 
surveyors.  Some  of  them  will  be  made  during  this  winter,  but  it  will  be 
impossible  to  definitely  locate  a large  number  of  these  tracts  so  that  no- 
tice may  be  served  upon  the  proper  parties,  for  the  reason  that  the  surveys 
were  made  before  the  township  lines  were  run,  and  in  many  instances  be- 
fore the  county  lines  were  formed.  A very  considerable  portion  will  also, 
doubtless,  be  found  to  be  interferences  with  other  office  rights  and  but  lit- 
tle money  will  therefore  be  realized  from  many  of  them. 

It  will  require  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Property  as  to 
how  many  of  these  lists  should  be  made  in  the  future,  that  the  State  may 
not  be  burdened  with  unnecessary  expense.

The  act  of  15th  April,  1869,  fully  provides  forthe  release  of  tracts  which 
may  be  found  to  be  interferences  with  other  office  rights  that  have  been 
perfected  by  patents,  and  the  owners  of  such  tracts  may  be  entirely  re- 
lieved from  all  liability  or  inconvenience  resulting  from  the  entry  of  liens 
against  sueh  interfering  tracts  by  application  to  this  Department. 
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There  are  quite  a number  of  counties  in  the  State  where  several  different 
batches  of  warrants  have  been  laid  upon  the  same  lands,  making  it  very 
difficult  for  purchasers  and  othei-s  to  know  what  warrants  actually  give  title 
to  the  lands.  In  many  of  those  cases,  the  question  of  title  would  be  sim- 
plified if  the  present  owners  would  apply  for  and  obtain  releases  under  the 
act  referred  to. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  for  tlie  reasons  therein  given  in  detail,  I recom- 
mended a change  in  the  laws  relating  to  tlie  issue  of  warrants  to  survey  va- 
cant lands,  requiring  notice  to  be  given  in  the  newspapers  of  the  count}’- 
in  which  the  alleged  vacant  land  is  situated,  and  that  the  pre-emption  right 
be  so  enlarged  as  to  include  all  vacant  improved  land,  whether  there  was 
an  actual  resident  settlement  upon  it  or  not. 

This  recommendation  met  the  approval  of  the  Legislature  and  your  Excel- 
lency in  the  act  of  14th  April,  1874. 

Since  it  has  been  in  force,  the  number  of  warrants  applied  for  has  mate- 
rially decreased.  Only  38  Avarrants,  embracing  2,881  acres  of  land,  haA'e 
issued  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  act  till  the  close  of  the  official 
yeai',  as  against  125  warrants,  for  9,352  acres,  for  the  same  months  of  the 
previous  year  ; and  a most  gratifying  feature  is,  that  tiie  warrants  applied 
for  since  the  14th  of  April,  liaA'o  been  mainly  by  those  having  a previous 
equitable  interest  in  the  land. 

This  act  will  undoubtedly  allbrd  great  protection  to  the  land  oAvners  of 
the  State,  and  pre\'ent  for  the  future  much  of  the  annoyance  and  litigation 
caused  by  parties,  who,  under  the  acts  of  18th  April,  1784,  and  13th  April, 
1807,  could  apply  for  and  secure  warrants,  and  often  patents,  before  the 
real  or  equitable  owner  kucAv  that  any  effort  Avas  being  made  to  obtain  title 
or  color  of  title  to  land  he  had  paid  for  and  improved  in  good  faith. 

As  a further  protection  howcA’cr,  I Avould  recommend  the  passage  of 
an  act  preventing  patents  from  issuing  for  six  months  after  returns  of  sur- 
veys liaA’e  been  made  to  this  office  by  the  county  surveyors. 

Such  an  act  would  giA’c  additional  opportunity  for  entering  caveats,  not 
only  as  to  Avarrants  issued  since,  but  prior  to  the  act  of  14th  April,  1874. 

The  number  of  tracts  patented  during  the  year  Avas  522,  coA’cring  80,459 
acres,  and  128  tracts  A\’cre  released  under  the  act  of  15th  May,  1869,  em- 
bracing 12,800  acres. 

The  A’cry  important  Avork  of  re-copying  Avorn  out  returns  of  surveys  has 
been  continued,  and  Avill  receive  special  attention  during  this  Avinter. 

The  number  of  applications  for  connected  drafts,  copies  of  surveys  and 
of  other  official  records,  Avas  about  the  aA-eragc  of  past  years,  and  it  may 
be  expected  that  for  a long  time  to  come  large  numbers  of  these  papers 
will  be  required,  not  only  to  determine  suits  at  law  in\’olving  original  ti- 
tles, but  for  convej'ances. 
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Owing-  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  county  survejmrs’  offices  are  very 
deficient  as  to  official  evidences  of  the  surveys  of  tracts  in  their  respective 
counties,  parties  requiring  them  are  compelled  to  apply  to  this  Department. 
Within  the  past  few  years  some  of  the  counties  have  made  provision  for 
obtaining  from  this  office  copies  of  all  the  surveys  of  tracts  within  their 
limits  not  on  file  in  the  county  surveyor’s  office,  so  that  a record  of  them 
easy  of  access  might  be  had.  This  subject  should  commend  itself  to  other 
counties  where  the  county  survejmr’s  office  is  deficient  as  to  these  most 
important  records. 

As  this  will  be  the  last  report  required  by  law  of  the  Surveyor  General, 
(the  office  being  merged  in  that  of  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  on  the  ex- 
piration of  my  term.  May  4,  next,)  I take  this  opportunity  of  testifying  my 
high  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  of  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Depart- 
ment, Robert  A.  M’Coy,  who  has  for  the  past  eight  years  so  ably  filled 
that  onerous  and  responsible  position,  and  now  retires  to  eng-age  in  other 
business. 

It  also  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  efficiency  and 
faithfulness  of  the  other  gentlemen  connected  with  this  office.

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APPENDIX. 


BOARD  OF  PROPERTY. 

A Board  of  Property,  consisting  of  the  Attorney  General,  Secretary  oi 
the  Commonwealth  and  Suveyor  General,  is  authorized  bylaw  "Their 
powers  are  to  hear  and  determine  in  all  cases  of  controversy  on  caveats,  in 
all  matters  of  difficulty  or  irregularity  touching  escheats,  warrants  on  es- 
cheats, warrants  to  agree,  rights  of  pre-emptions,  promises,  imperfect  titles 
or  otherwise,  which  heretofore  have,  or  hereafter  may  rise  in  transacting 
the  business  of  the  Land  Office.”

The  stated  meetings  of  the  board  will  be  held  as  follows : January  7,  1875, 
and  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  every  alternate  month  thereafter,  to  wit  : 
March  17th,  May  19th,  July  21st,  September  15th  and  November  I7th, 
1875.  All  communications  for  the  consideration  of  the  board  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Surveyor  General. 

Note. — No  particular  form  of  caveat  is  required,  but  the  application 
survey  or  other  office  right  against  which  it  is  entered,  together  with  the 
reasons  for  filing  the  same,  should  be  distinctly  stated.  After  the  caveat 
has  been  entered,  if  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  before  proceed- 
ing thereon,  either  party  may  apply  for  a citation  to  bring  the  matter  in 
controversy  before  the  board,  and  after  citation  issues  must  give  the  oppos- 
ing party  thirty  days’  notice  of  the  time  fixed  for  hearing  the  case  ; and 
either  desiring  to  take  depositions  to  be  read  in  evidence,  must  give  the 
other  at  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  and  before  whom  they 
are  to  be  taken. 

All  other  matters,  within  the  powers  of  the  board  to  hear  and  determine, 
should  be  brought  before  it  by  petition. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  COUNTY  SURVEYORS. 

Tlie  following  suggestions  and  instructions  to  county  surveyors  are  in- 
serted for  the  information  of  those  who  may  be  interested  : 

1.  You  will  faithfully  execute  every  warrant  directed  to  you  Irom  this 
office,  to  the  best  of  your  skill,  knowledge  and  understanding,  according  to 
the  express  words  and  order  of  such  warrant,  and  not  otherwise. 

2.  You  will,  on  no  pretence,  execute  new  warrants  upon  lands  heretofore 
surveyed  on  old  warrants  or  orders  ; but  report,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the 
circumstances  relating  to  the  same.  And  before  you  make  return  of  any 
lands  by  you  survej’ed  on  new  warrants,  endeavor  to  be  satisfied  that  no 
warrant  of  an  earlier  date  has  been  issued  for  the  same  land  ; and  on  your 
return,  certify  whether  the  lands  have  been  improved,  and  for  how  many 
years. 

3.  You  must,  b}'  no  means,  execute  warrants  on  any  other  land  than  that 
which  they  particularly  describe  ; and  in  order  that  your  returns  of  survey 
may  appear  to  be  so  executed,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  be  paVticu- 
larly  attentive  to  the  adjoiners  mentioned  in  the  icarrant ; and  where  there 
has  been  any  change  in  them  between  the  issuing  and  executing  of  the 
warrant,  it  must  be  noted  in  your  return  of  survey. 

4.  You  arc  to  make  a separate  return  for  each  warrant  or  order  issued 
from  this  office,  within  six  months  alter  the  receipt  thereof,  with  a pro- 
tracted figure  of  the  land,  exactly  performed  ; taking  notice  that  all 
streams  of  water  intersecting  or  crossing  the  lines  of  your  survey,  must  be 
distinctly  and  visibly  marked  on  the  draft,  at  the  very  place  of  intersec- 
tion or  crossing,  and  the  distance  from  the  corners  expressed  on  the  lines 
which  it  crosses  ; and  to  mark  on  your  draft,  by  dotted  lines,  so  much  of 
the  adjoining  surveys  as  may  serve  to  show  to  whom  they  belong,  and  iiow 
they  connect  with  jreur  return.  Also,  when  surveys  are  bounded  by  creeks 
or  rivers,  you  will  set  down  the  courses  and  distances  of  their  several 
meanderirigs,  that  I may  be  enabled  to  calculate  the  contents. 

5.  When  you  return  a part  of  a tract  of  land,  you  will  in  all  cases  specify 
the  quantity  of  acres  contained  in  the  Avhole  tract,  and  on  the  draft  of  the 
survey"  represent  the  residue  of  the  tract  by  dotted  lines.  But  you  are  in 
no  event  to  make  and  return  to  this  office  a “re-survey”  of  a tract  cither 
to  include  more  land  or  to  exclude  any  part,  or  in  anywise  alter  the  orignal 
boundary  lines  thereof,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  Inj  an  order  of  the  Board 
of  Property.  When  an  order  of  re-suiwey  has  been  issued  and  sent  to  you 
for  execution,  you  are  strictly  to  follow  the  directions  therein  contained. 

6.  You  shall  not  make  use  of  any  chain-carriers  but  such  as  arc  of  good 
character,  who  shall  take  a solemn  oath  (which  you  arc  authorized  Iw  law 
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to  administer)  justly  and  exactly  to  execute  their  trust,  without  favor,  par- 
tiality or  alfection. 

7 You  shall  not  make  return  of  any  survey,  but  such  as  has  actually 
been  made  on  the  ground  ; and  you  shall  take  care  that  all  outlines  and 
boundaries  shall  be  fairly  and  visibly  marked  before  you  quit  the  ground. 

8.  You  may  make  official  returns  where  the  surveys  have  actually  been 
made  by  your  predecessors,  provided  they  be  correct,  and  where  thej"  have 
been  located  agreeably  to  the  calls  of  the  warrant. 

9.  Surveys  on  warrants  or  other  office  rights  intended  to  be  returned  to 
this  office,  mual  be  made  only  by  the  county  surveyor. 

10.  You  may  survey  and  return  any  surplus  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
acres,  above  the  quantity  mentioned  in  the  warrant,  location  or  order  of 
survey.  You  will  recollect  that  the  price  of  all  surplus  land  surveyed  on 
warrants  must  be  first  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  before  the  return  can  be 
accepted  in  this  office,  of  which  you  will  give  notice  to  the  owner  or  ownei’s 
of  such  warrant  and  always  send  the  money  to  pay  the  excess  with  the  return 
of  survey. 

11.  All  returns  to  this  office  must  be  under  cover,  directed  to  the  Sur- 
veyor General,  and  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next  to  the  Secretary  of 
Intei-nal  Affairs,  and  your  name  subscribed  on  the  back  of  the  paper  or  en- 
velope enclosing  the  same,  under  the  direction  or  superscription,  and  if 
sent  by  mail,  the  postage  must  be  paid  by  you. 

12.  You  are  to  keep  your  office  open  for  the  reception  of  all  warrants  di- 
rected to  you,  which  shall  be  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose;  dis- 
tinguishing therein  the  name  of  the  warrantee,  quantity  of  land  granted, 
date  of  warrant,  and  the  day  when  you  received  it.  Also,  in  another  book, 
you  shall  keep  fair  and  regular  entries  in  order  of  time,  of  all  surveys  and 
re-surveys  by  you  made,  in  pursuance  of  any  warrant  or  order  ol  survey 
which  you  shall  receive,  with  a draft  or  plot  thereof,  and  field  works  an- 
nexed. And  the  Surveyor  General  shall,  from  time  to  time,  have  free  ac- 
cess to  said  books  of  entries  and  to  all  other  papers,  relating  to  your  office; 
which  books  and  papers  shall  be  delivered  over  by  you  to  your  successor. 

13.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Constitution  you  are  required  to 
keep  your  office  at  the  county  scat,  but  if  you  desire  letters  sent  to  any 
other  address  advise  this  office. 

14.  You  will  be  particularly  careful  in  executing  warrants  granted  after 
the  Ist  day  of  June,  1814,  and  not  founded  on  actual  settlement,  not  to  in- 
terfere with  the  rights  of  settlers,  and  in  all  cases  where  an  actual  resident 
settlement  is  included,  note  on  your  return  whether  it  was  commenced 
prior  or  subsequent  to  the  28th  day  of  March  1814'. 

15.  Nothing  must  be  loritten,  on  the  back  of  any  return  of  survey,  bid  the 
name  of  the  warrantee,  the  name  of  the  county  in  which  located  and  quantity 
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of  acres.  With  each  retarn  of  surve}',  send  the  tabling-  and  calculation 
tliereof,  upon  a separ ale  piece  of  paper. 

16.  Before  you.  can  enter  upon  the  duties  of  your  office,  you  will  have  to 
comply  with  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  passed  the  9th  day 
of  April,  1850,  which  requires  you  to  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  which 
must  be  administered  in  the  “open”  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  send  a 
copy  of  said  oath  duly  certified  to  this  Dej)artment;  also  have  your  bond 
recorded  in  your  county,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Gom- 
monu'ealth,  with  one  dollar,  the  fee  for  filing  the  same  in  his  office. 


WARRANTS,  SURVEYS  AND  PATENTS. 

A warrant  or  order  of  survey  authorizes  only  the  survey  of  vacant  lands, 
for  they  alone  belong  to  the  Commonwealth  to  grant.  But  whether  the  lands 
applied  for  are  vacant  or  not,  the  land  officers  do  not  undertake  to  e.xamine, 
and  in  most  instances  do  not  possess  the  means  of  ascertaining.  Of  this  the 
applicant  must  judge  for  himself.  If  he  knows  them  to  be  appropriated  by 
prior  right,  it  is  against  conscience  to  take  out  a warrant  for  them,  or  to 
have  them  surveyed  as  vacant.  But  he  may  assert  the  invalidity  of  a 
former  grant  and  insist  on  a survey.  In  that  case  the  deputy  surveyor 
ought,  if  it  be  known  to  him,  to  note  it  in  his  books  and  return  of  survey. 

Returns  op-  Surveys. — Having  finished  the  survey  and  plotted  it,  the  sur- 
veyor ought  to  return  it  to  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  General.  This  is  an 
important  part  of  his  duty.  Many  regulations  and  laws  have  from  time  to 
tijue  required  it,  and  from  its  omission  frequent  disputes  have  occurred. 
The  deputy  surveyor,  however,  is  not  obliged  to  return  the  survey  until  his 
fees  and  e.xpenses  are  paid ; and  if  the  failure  to  return  is  occasioned  by  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  the  party  to  defray  them  an}'  loss  thereby  sustained  is 
imputable  to  him  and  not  to  the  officer.  The  regulations  of  the  Proprie- 
taries and  the  acts  of  Assembly  concur  in  directing  the  return  to  be  made 
on  paying  for  the  survey.  * * * If  the  party  pays  or  tenders  the  fees, 

it  is  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  to  return  the  survey  in  a convenient  time, 
and  the  neglect  or  fraud  of  the  surveyor  will  not  affect  his  rights.  But  it 
lies  on  the  party  to  show  that  the  want  of  the  return  was  not  occasioned 
by  any  default  or  neglect  of  his  own  ; and  if  there  is  nothing  to  show  that 
the  surveying  fees  were  paid,  the  inference  is  that  they  Avere  not  paid.  The 
deputy  being  a sworn  officer,  is,  pi'ima  facie,  presumed  to  have  done  his 
duty. 

The  patent  is  a deed  from  the  Con'iinonwealth,  under  its  great  seal,  con- 
voying to  the  grantee  all  its  right  in  the  land,  describing  it  by  metes  and 
bounds,  and  passes  as  respects  the  Commonwealth,  the  complete  legal  title, 
all  the  preparatory  measures  of  warrant,  application,  survey  and  acceptance 
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being  merged  in  the  patent.  As  to  third  persons,  it  is  prima  facie  evidence 
that  all  the  previous  requisites  had  been  complied  v^itli.  Before  it  issues, 
the  purchase  money  due  [and  the  patent  fee]  must  always  be  paid  ; and  the 
land  is  henceforth  dischai’ged  from  the  lien  which  till  then  existed.  Gen- 
erally, the  grantee  is  concluded  by  the  lines  and  boundaries  described  in 
the  patent,  though  perhaps  in  a special  case  there  might  be  an  exception. 

Third  persons  claiming  by  warrant,  application,  settlement  or  otherwise, 
may  show  that  the  patent  was  wrongfully  issued  to  the  patentee,  or  rather 
that  he  is  trustee  for  him  who  has  the  right ; the  material  condition  being* 
not  who  has  the  patent,  but  to  whom  it  ought  to  have  been  granted.  For 
the  land  officers,  in  issuing  the  patent,  act  merely  in  a ministerial  capacity, 
and  cannot  change  the  rules  of  law  or  rights  of  parties.  And  even  though 
he  who  has  the  patent  sells  to  a bona  fide  purchaser  without  notice,  the 
vendee  is  in  no  better  situation.  His  claim  under  the  patent  may  be  con- 
tested by  one  having  a better  right  by  settlement,  warrant  or  location. 
These  titles  are  not  equities  within  the  ordinary  rule  of  being  unavailing 
against  the  purchaser  of  the  legal  title.  A patent  founded  on  a fraudulent 
survey,  or  obtained  by  misrepresentation  and  deceit,  is  void  against  third 
persons  affected  by  it. 

The  patent,  however,  has  always  been  received  in  evidence  in  the  first 
instance,  to  show  that  the  legal  title  was  out  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
question  whether  it  is  good  is  a subsequent  one. — Serge.axt.

P.VPEXTS. 


The  following  regulations  relative  to  issuing  patents  are  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  owners  of  unpatented  lands : 

I.  The  patent  must  issue  to  the  actual  owner  of  the  land  or  party  hold- 
ing title  under  the  warrantee,  or  to  the  executors,  trustees  or  heirs,  and 
legal  representatives  of  the  person  in  whom  title  was  vested  at  death  or  to 
the  guardians  of  minor  children  of  the  deceased. 

II.  'Warrantees  who  remain  the  owners  of  the  land  warranted  and  sur- 
veyed to  them,  can  obtain  patents  in  their  own  names  (if  no  caveat  remains 
undetermined)  without  furnishing  any  brief  or  statement  of  title,  upon  pay- 
ment of  back  purchase  money,  interest  and  fees. 

III.  Execufors,  trustees  and  guardians  representing  the  warrantee  or  his 
heirs,  who  appl}'  for  patents,  should  produce  evidence  of  their  appoint- 
ment as  such. 

IV.  When  the  land  has  passed  out  of  the  ownership  of  the  original  war- 
rantee or  party  who  took  out  the  office  right,  the  applicant  for  patent  will 
be  required  to  furnish  evidence  of  ownership. 

V.  The  present  owner  of  a part  of  a tr.act  of  land  surveyed  in  pursuance 
of  any  given  warrant,  desiring  to  have  a patent  in  his  own  name,  can  ob- 
tain it  by  having  the  county  surveyor  make  return  of  survey  of  such  part. 
In  making  the  survey  the  county  surveyor  should,  besides  giving  the 
courses  and  distances  and  quantity  of  acres  in  the  particular  part,  indicate 
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the  whole  of  the  original  tract  by  dotted  lines.  The  applicant  will  only 
be  required  to  pay  his  proportion  on  the  whole  amount  due  on  the  tract, 
with  fees.  Evidence  of  ownership  to  accompany  application. 

VI.  When  an  unpatented  original  tract  has  been  sold  and  sub-divided, 
the  several  present  owners  may  unite  in  an  application  for  patent  and  state- 
ment of  title,  and  upon  payment  of  amount  due,  with  patent  and  other  fees, 
a patent  will  issue  to  them,  the  said  applicants,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
according  to  their  respective  rights  and  interests,  without  setting  forth  the 
particular  interest  of  each. 

VII.  In  cases  where  it  is  difficult  to  submit  the  evidence  of  title  required 
by  this  office  in  order  to  obtain  a patent,  any  one  or  more  of  the  owners  of 
an  unpatented  tract  can,  through  his  Department,  discharge  the  lien  against 
said  tract  by  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  interest  and  fees  shown 
to  be  due  by  the  land  lien  docket,  and  the  interest  since  accrued,  and  a 
patent  can  at  any  time  afterwards  issue  to  those  entitled  to  it  upon  proof 
of  ownership. 

VIII.  The  accounts  in  the  lien  docket  are  calculated  to  June  1,  1868.  If 
to  the  amount  due,  as  shown  in  its  proper  column,  there  be  added  the  in- 
terest accruing  from  June  1,  1868,  to  the  date  of  forwarding  the  docket  to 
the  prothonotary,  at  the  rate  given  in  the  column  of  rate  per  cent,  of  in- 
terest, and  on  this  sum,  interest  be  calculated  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
from  the  time  ol  forwarding  the  docket  until  the  date  of  the  application  for 
patent,  it  will  give  the  amount  required  to  procure  a patent.  (See  2d  sec. 
act  of  20th  May,  1864.)  But  interest  is  not  charged  on  patent  or  other 
fees.  (See  act  of  5th  May,  1871.) 

A statement  of  the  amount  due  on  any  particular  tract  or  tracts,  or  any 
other  information  in  relation  thereto,  will  be  promptly  furnished,  on  appli- 
cation to  this  office. 

Persons  sending  money  to  the  Surveyor  General’s  office  for  payment  of 
arrears  on  unpatented  lands  and  for  records,  &c.,  should  send  by  registered 
letter  or  express.  Drafts,  checks  or  post  office  money  orders  must  be  made 
payable  to  the  order  of  the  Suveyor  General  ; but  after  May  4,  1875,  to 
the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

An  endorsement,  say  for  example,  “Returned,  &c.,  February  22,  1815,” 
which  is  frequently  found  on  copies  of  warrants  and  surveys,  does  not  mean 
the  date  at  which  the  return  of  survey  was  received  at  this  office,  but  the 
date  at  which  the  Surveyor  General  made  a return  of  the  tract  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Land  Office  for  patenting.  And  when  such  endorsement  is  found 
on  the  back  of  a copy  of  a warrant  or  survey,  even  after  the  date  at  which 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Land  Office  was  discontinued,  it  is  an  evi- 
2 SuR  Gen.  Rep. 
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deuce  in  perhaps  more  than  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  one  hnndred,  that  the 
tract  is  patented.  Some  e.xceptions  liavc  been  found.  Why  the  custom  of 
marking  the  warrants  and  surve.ys  thus,  when  a tract  was  patented,  after 
the  office  of  the  Seen'tary  of  the  Land  Office  was  abolished  on  the  ITth  of 
April,  1843,  is  not  apparent.  This  custom  was  discontinued  on  1st  of 

January,  1808,  and  the  endorsement,  “ Patmited  to , 18 — 

substituted. 

A mistaken  idea,  prevalent  with  many  people  not  familiar  with  the  Sur- 
veyor General’s  office,  is  that  the  Department  has  connected  drafts,  showing- 
the  location  of  every  tract  of  land  surveyed  in  the  several  counties,  and  that 
therefore  whatever  of  vacant  land  there  may  be  in  the  State,  can  be  readily 
found  out  at  this  office,  and  that  information  can,  without  difficulty,  be 
given  as  to  the  adjoining  surveys  of  any  named  tract,  without  advising  the 
Department  of  the  names  and  dates  of  the  warrants  upon  which  such  sur- 
veys were  made.  Had  the  lands  of  the  Commonwealth  been  first  surveyed, 
and  afterwards  sold,  this  idea  would  have  been  correct  ; but  the  very  re- 
verse was  the  fact,  for  the  lands  were  sold  and  warrants  for  subsequent 
surveys  issued.  And  because  of  this  policy  the  Department  has  only  single 
and  unconnected  copies  of  the  surveys.  Unless  a given  survey  calls  for 
warrantee  adjoiners,  it  would  be  a work  altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the 
fees  allowed,  to  undertake  to  search  out  all  the  Avarrants  and  surveys,  per- 
haps for  a whole  county,  in  order  to  find  the  adjoining  tracts,  or  search  for 
a supposed  vacant  piece  of  land  ; but  the  task  is  comparatively  easy  when 
the  party  seeking  the  information  learns,  as  ho  can  more  readily  do  from 
<he  county  surveyor,  or  persons  in  the  neighborhood,  the  names  of  all  the 
surrounding  warrantees  and  dates  of  Avarrants,  and  communicates  that  data 
to  this  office. 

It  Avill  be  observed,  fmrn  the  foregoing,  that  in  communicating  Avith  the 
Department,  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  give  the  name  of  the  warrantee 
and  date  of  Avarrant  of  the  survey  or  patent  about  Avhich  inquiry  is  made  ; 
but  Avhen  the  date  of  AA'arrant  cannot  be  giA'en,  the  party  asking  for  official 
copies  or  information  should  give  quantity  of  acres,  location,  and  any  other 
data  in  his  possession  that  Avill  aid  in  searching  for  the  tract. 


Frecpiently  applications  for  Avarrants  for  land,  made  out  in  due  form,  are 
sent  to  the  office  unaccompanied  by  the  purchase  money  and  Avarrant  fee. 
Of  course  the  Avarrants  cannot  issue  until  the  proper  amount  of  money  is 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  applications  thus  made  gain  no  pri- 
orit}'  over  others  that  might  be  made  for  the  same  lands,  until  all  the  re- 
quirements of  laAv  are  complied  Avith. 
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The  law  does  not  contemplate  that  credit  should  bo  g'iven  on  account  ol 
fees  for  searches  and  official  copies,  and  therefore,  to  save  correspondence 
and  insure  more  speedy  attention,  the  proper  amount  of  fees  should  be  sent 
with  each  order.  If  too  much  is  forwarded,  the  surplus  will  be  promptly 
returned  with  the  official  papers  asked  for.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  the  fee.s  of  tlio  Surveyor  (Jcneral. 

Section  1 Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  fees  to  bo  collected  by  the  Surveyor  General  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, shall  be  as  follows,  namely  : 

For  warrants,  including  return  thereof,  five  dollars. 

Patent  for  five  acres  or  less,  five  dollars. 

Patent  for  more  than  five  acres,  ten  dollars. 

Copy  of  patent,  one  dollar. 

Certificate  with  seal  of  office  on  patent  when  mortgage  is  discharged, 
fifty  cents. 

Every  search,  twenty-five  cents. 

Calculation  of  money  due  on  land,  including  search,  fifty  cents. 

-Caveat,  one  dollar. 

Issuing  citation,  one  dollar. 

Recording  application  for  and  making  order  of  re-survey,  one  dollar. 

Order  of  the  Board  of  Property  directed  by  the  Surveyor  General  to  the 
•county  surveyor  to  be  executed,  one  dollar. 

Copy  of  action  or  determination  of  Board  of  Property,  with  seal,  one 
dollar. 

Order  for  valuing  islands,  two  dollars. 

Entering  application  on  petition  to  the  Board  of  Property,  together  with 
the  minutes  thereon,  for  any  other  purpose  than  a re-survey,  one  dollar. 

Certified  copy  of  a draft  of  a single  tract,  with  certificate  and  seal,  one 
dollar. 

Connecting  separate  drafts  into  one  general  draft,  with  certificate  for  each 
separate  draft  therein,  seventy-five  cents. 

Copy  of  general  draft  of  town  or  out-lots,  for  each  tract  of  land  therein 
described,  twenty-five  cents. 

Extract  from  a general  draft,  for  each  tract  of  land  therein  described, 
twenty-five  cents. 

Copy  of  draft  of  lots  or  tract  of  land  annexed  to  certificate  of  Connecticut 
claimants  or  others,  lor  each  tract,  seventy-five  cents. 

Copy  of  wan  ant,  application  or  any  other  office  right,  relating  to  but 
oii(‘  tract  of  land,  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  fifty  cents. 
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Copy  of  extract  from  the  deputy  surveyor’s  list  of  returns,  and  all  other 
extracts  not  hereinbefore  recited,  for  each  tract,  twenty-five  cents. 

Copy  of  any  record  or  paper,  or  any  part  thereof  not  included  in  the  fore- 
going, for  two  hundred  words  or  less,  fifty  cents. 

And  one  cent  for  every  ten  words  additional. 

Certifying  and  affixing  seal  of  office  to  any  copy,  connected  draft,  ex- 
tract certificate  or  minute,  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  2.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  fees  of  the  Surveyor  General.

AN  ACT 

Directing  the  entry  of  liens  for  the  principal  and  interest  due  the  Commonwealth, 
for  lands  held  by  virtue  of  locations,  or  other  office  titles. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  <&c.,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor 
General  to  make  out  a list  of  all  lands  held  by  location,  or  any  other  office 
right,  issued  from  the  Land  Department  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  every 
kind  and  description,  upon  which  no  patents  have  issued,  designating  the 
county  in  which  such  lands  are  situated,  with  such  other  descriptions  of 
the  same  as  the  records  of  his  office  will  enable  him  to  give,  including  the 
names  in  which  such  locations  or  other  office  rights  are  entered,  and  sur- 
veys have  been  returned  ; and  on  the  list  being  completed,  or  any  part 
thereof,  be  transmitted  to  the  prothonotary  of  the  county  in  which  such 
lands  are  situated. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General  to  calculate 
the  amount  of  purchase  money,  interest  and  fees,  due  on  each  unpatented 
tract ; and  after  the  descriptions  of  said  tracts  have  been  transmitted  to 
the  prothonotaries  of  the  respective  counties,  and  entered  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  amounts  so  found  to  be  due,  together  with  five  dollars  for  the 
labor  and  costs  of  making  out  and  filing,  shall  form  an  aggregate  sum  which 
shall  be  entered  in  a lien  docket  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose  ; 
and  said  sum  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  '■ 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary  of  each  cqunty, 
upon  receiving  any  descriptive  list  as  aforesaid,  to  provide  a ■ suitable 
docket,  with  a proper  index,  for  the  purpose  of  recording  all  such  descrip- 
tion of  unpatented  lands,  and  shall  accurately  record  the  same  and  uudex 
the  name  of  the  original  warrantee  or  actual  original  settler,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  each  subsequent  owner  so  far  as  ascertained,  and  preserve  the 
same  among  the  records  of  the  county  : Provided,  That  when  any  party 
in  interest,  by  petition  under  oath  or  affirmation,  setting  out  the  facts  in 
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the  caac  as  in  affidavit  of  defence,  shall  represent  to  the  president  judge  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  any  tract  or  piece  of  land, 
against  which  the  entry  directed  in  the  foregoing  section  has  been  made, 
or  the  principal  part  thereof,  may  lie,  that  said  tract  has  been  patented, 
cither  in  the  name  against  wliich  the  entry  is  made,  or  in  any  other  name, 
the  said  judge  shall,  after  such  notice  to  the  Surveyor  General  as  he  shall 
deem  proper,  proceed  to  hear  the  case  of  the  petitioner  ; and  the  said  judge 
shall,  thereupon,  make  such  decree  in  the  premises,  either  by  directing  the 
said  entry  to  be  struck  from  the  record,  or  such  other  order  as  to  said  entry, 
and  also  as  to  costs,  as  may  seem  equitable. 

Skctio.v  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary  of  each  county, 
upon  receiving  from  the  Surveyor  General  any  such  list  or  calculation  of 
amounts  due  the  Commonwealth  for  purchase  money,  interest  and  fees,  to 
provide  a suitable  docket,  with  index,  in  the  form  of  the  lien  dockets  now 
in  use  in  the  several  counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  be  styled  “Lien 
Docket  of  Unpatemted  Lands,”  and  enter  therein  the  amount  so  found  to 
bo  due,  which  sum  shall  remain  a lien  upon  such  tract  or  tracts  until  paid  ; 
and  that  a fee  of  fifty  cents  be  paid  to  the  prothonotary  for  each  descrip- 
tion so  entered,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  same  fees  on  the  lions  entered 
as  are  now  allowed  on  judgements  entered  by  warrant  of  attorney  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas. 

Skctiox  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary,  upon  receiving 
any  such  descriptive  list,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  two  news- 
papers, in  the  county  where  such  lands  arc  located,  for  three  successive 
weeks  ; for  which  publication  he  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  fifty  cents  for 
each  tract,  and  charge  the  same  as  costs  on  the  lien  docket,  and  retain  his 
fees  and  costs  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  duo  the  Commonwealth. 

Sectio.v  G.  The  amount  which  may  bo  due  to  the  Commonwealth  on  the 
land  mentioned  in  the  lirst  section  of  this  act,  may  be  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  such  lands,  if  the  same  be  paid  j)rior 
to  the  first  day  of  November  next ; Provided,  That  any  costs  which  may 
have  accrued,  in  accordance  with  the  })rovisions  of  this  act,  shall  also  be 
paid  ; and  that  the  act  to  graduate  lands  on  which  money  is  due  and  unpaid

validity  for  the  issuing  of  i)ateiits  thereon,  as  if  the  last  mentioned  law  had 
l)ccn  still  in  full  force. 

Section  7.  That  all  liens  due  the  Commonwealth  for  nnpatented  lands, 
after  the  first  day  of  November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  may  be  proceeded  upon  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the

Commonwealth,  in  the  manner  directed  to  be  pursued  against  defaulting 
public  officers,  by  the  act  of  April  sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fortyffive,  and  the  supplement  thereto. 

Section  8.  All  persons  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  allowed  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  said  service,  for  the 
taking  out  of  any  patent  or  patents  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

due  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  all  cases  where  surveys  have  been  returned 
to  enter  therein  the  amount  of  purchase  money,  interest  and  all  fees  due, 
and  said  aggregate  shall  remain  a lien  on  such  tract  until  paid  or  otherwise 
legally  discharged  ; Frovided,  That  the  several  prothonotaries  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  charge  the  fees  now  authorized  by  law,  when  any  information 
shall  be  desired  from  said  record,  and  for  entering  any  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  Surveyor  General,  setting  fortli  that  any  lien  or  part  of  lien 
against  an  unpatentcd  tract  has  been  paid,  shall  charge  the  party  present- 
ing such  certificate  a fee  of  tv»'enty-fivo  cents  for  entering  and  filing  the 
same. 

Section  2.  That  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a supplement, 
and  so  much  of  said  act  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

Directing  public  notice  to  be  given  wlien  county  land  lien  dockets  are  forwarded  tO" 
the  respective  counties,  and  staying  proceedings  by  the  Attorney  General  for  OTie 
year  from  the  date  of  forwarding  the  same. 

Whereas,  The  Surveyor  General,  at  an  early  day,  will  be  prepared  to 
send  out  the  county  land  lieu  dockets,  containing  accounts  due  the  Com- 
monwealth, on  account  of  lands,  prepared  under  the  act  approved  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  si.xty-four, 
and  the  supplement  thereto,  approved  the  fourth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight; 

And  u-hereas,  It  is  proper  that  the  people  owing  the  State,  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  lands,  should  have  notice  when  the  liens  therefor  are  entered  in 
the  counties,  and  that  a reasonable  tiine  should  bo  given  to  enable  them  to 
liquidate  their  indebtedness  and  obtain  patents  for  their  lands,  before  suits 
shall  be  brought  in  such  cases  by  the  Attorney  General;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  when  any  county  land  lien  docket,,

warded to  the  prothonotary  thereof:  Provided,  That  no  greater  sum  than  ten 
dollars  shall  be  paid  for  such  notice  or  advertisement  for  any  one  county; 
and  on  evidence  being  submitted  to  the  Auditor  General  that  such  adver- 
tisement has  been  authorized  by  the  Surveyor  General,  and  inserted  at  the 
usual  rates  of  ailvertising,  he  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of  the  editor  or  publisher  inserting  the  same.

Be  it  enacted,  dc.,  That  whenever  satisfactory  evidence  shall 
be  given  to  the  Surveyor  General  that  a lien  or  liens  have  been  entered 
against  lands  for  which  the  Commonwealth  has  been  fully  paid,  both  for 
land  and  patent  fees,  he  is  hereby  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
give  to  the  party  or  parties  applying'  for  the  same,  a release  of  said  lien  or 
liens,  so  tar  as  said  patented  lands  are  concerned  ; which  said  release  may 
be  entered  on  the  land  lien  docket,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
supplement  to  the  act  of  which  this  is  a further  supplement,  approved  the 
fourth  da^'’  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight.

ference or  interferences  to  be  as  delineated  by  him.  On  a paper  appended 
to  the  above  plot  of  surveys,  the  applicant  or  applicants,  his  or  their  agent 
or  attorney,  will  be  required  to  make  an  affidavit  that  the  interferences  are 
believed  to  be  as  delineated  by  the  county  surveyor.  A release  will  then 
issue  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  patented  tract  or  tracts,  relieving  them 
from  any  and  all  liabilitj^  to  pay  the  lien  of  the  Commonwealth  entered 
against  such  interfering  unpatented  tract  or  tracts.

Provided,  That  any  excess  which  may  be  returned  under  the  provisions  of 
prior  laws  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  making  such  return  of  survey  to 
the  Surveyor  General,  otherwise  the  same  shall  not  be  accepted.

To  an  act  directing  tlie  entiw  of  liens  for  the  principal  and  intere.st  due  the  Coniinon- 
wealtli  for  lands  held  Iw  virtue  of  location  or  other  ollice  title,  approved  the  twen- 
tieth da\"  of  Maj',  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d-c..  That  for  carrying  into  full  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of 
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the  Surveyor  General  to  make  out  and  forward  to  the  several  county  sur- 
veyors respectively,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Board  of  Property  may  de- 
termine, special  lists  of  warrantee  names  of  unpatented  tracts,  or  remain- 
ing' parts  of  unpatented  tracts  of  lands  within  the  several  counties,  as  the 
same  may  appear  upon  the  land  lien  dockets,  with  such  other  data  relating 
thereto  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  survej'or  of  eacli 
county,  to  whom  the  Surveyor  General  may  send  special  lists  of  warrantee 
names  of  unpatented  tracts  or  parts  of  tracts  of  lands,  and  other  data  re- 
lating’ thereto,  situate  in  the  county  for  which  such  surveyor  shall  have  been 
elected  or  appointed,  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  owners,  agents  or  occupiers,  and  location  of  said  tracts  or  parts  of 
tracts,  or  any  of  them,  and  tq  give  personal  notice  in  writing  to  said  own- 
ers, agents  or  occupiers,  that  said  tracts  or  parts  of  tracts  are  unpatented  ; 
and  that  unless  the  arrearages  shall  have  been  paid  within  six  months  from 
the  time  of  sending  or  serving  said  notice,  the  Board  of  Property  may  di- 
rect proceedings  to  be  commenced  by  the  Attorney  General  to  enforce  pay- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a further  supplement : 
Provided,  That  when  unpatented  lands  as  aforesaid  are  unoccupied,  and 
the  owners  are  non-residents  of  the  county,  and  have  no  known  agent  or 
agents  within  the  county,  the  said  notice  may  be  given  by  sending  it  by 
mail,  addressed  to  the  owners  or  agents,  and  directed  to  the  post-office 
nearest  their  place  of  residence  or  usual  place  of  business  : And  provided 
further,  That  when  lands  as  aforesaid  are  unseated  and  have  been  sold  for 
taxes,  and  the  time  limited  for  their  redemption  has  not  expired,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  surveyor  to  give  notice,  in  the  manner  hereinliefore 
provided,  to  the  purchasers  or  their  agents,  and  also  to  the  parties  or  their 
agents,  who  last  paid  the  taxes  thereon  previous  to  the  sale. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  surveyor,  to  whom 
such  special  lists  shall  have  been  sent  as  aforesaid,  to  make  a written  report 
in  duplicate,  within  three  months,  to  the  Surveyor  General,  filing  a copy  of 
the  same  in  the  protlionotary’s  office  of  each  county,  setting  forth  the  names 
of  warrantees,  dates  of  warrants,  location  of  tracts,  and  the  names  and 
residence  of  the  owners,  agents  and  occupiers  of  the  unpatented  tracts  or 
parts  of  tracts  upon  whom  he  has  served  the  notices  aforesaid,  together 
with  the  manner  of  service  ; and  for  serving  such  notices  on  all  the  owners, 
agents  or  occupiers  of  an  original  unpatented  tract,  or  remaining  part  of 
an  original  unpatented  tract,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a fee  of  five  dollars,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, upon  the  certificate  of  the  Surveyor  General. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  surveyor,  upon  the 
reasonable  request  of  any  owner,  or  his  agent,  of  part  of  an  original  tract 
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which  has  not  been  patented,  to  make  and  return  a return  of  survey  of  such 
part  to  the  Surveyor  (General,  and  for  which  service  liis  tees  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  executing  a warrant  of  survey,  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the 
same  quantity  of  acres. 

Section  5.  That  when  an}'  suits  shall  be  entered  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a further  supplement,  it  shall  be  by  Hcire 
facias  sur  liens,  which  shall  be  directed  for  service  to  the  sherilf  of  the 
county  in  which  the  lands  arc  situate  ; and  if  he  finds  it  necessary  to  in- 
sure a service  of  said  writ,  he  may  call  to  his  aid  the  county  surveyor,  who 
shall  act  as  his  deputy,  for  the  purpose  of  serving-  such  writ ; and  all  such 
writs  shall  be  made  returnable  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
wherein  such  lands  are  situate,  whore  all  such  suits  shall  be  tried.

AN  ACT 

Kelative  to  tlie  is-suing  of  warrants  to  survey  vacant  lands. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  d'c..  That  every  applicant  for  a warrant  to  survey 
any  of  the  vacant  lands  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  produce  to  the  Sur- 
veyor General  a particular  description  of  the  land  applied  for,  v/ith  an  affi- 
davit of  a disinterested  witness,  made  before  a justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
township  or  borough  in  which  the  land  applied  for  or  the  greater  portion  of 
it  is  situate,  or  if  there  be  no  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  township  or  bor- 
ough, before  a justice  of  an  adjoining  township  or  borough,  specifying 
whether  the  said  land  be  improved  or  not,  and  if  improved  how  long  since 
the  said  improvement  was  made,  that  interest  may  be  charged  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law.  The  applicant  for  such  warrant  shall  declare,  u])on  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  a justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township  or  borough  in 
which  the  land  or  the  greater  portion  of  the  same  is  situate,  or  if  there  be 
no  justice  in  such  township  or  borough,  before  a justice  of  an  adjoining 
township  or  borough,  that  he  verily  beliisves  that  no  warrantor  other  office 
right  has  previously  issued  for  such  land,  or  if  one  has  issued,  after  giving 
full  particulars  in  relation  thereto,  shall  depose  that  he  verily  believes  it  has 
been  abandoned  ; and  if  at  any  time  thereafter  it  shall  appear  that  the  ])erson 
or  persons  deiiosing  as  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  shall  knowingly  have 
sworn  falsely,  such  person  or  i»ersons  shall  suffer  all  the  pains  and  penalties 
of  perjury. 

Section  2.  No  warrant  shall  issue  for  any  tract  or  piece  of  land  on  which 
settlement  is  made,  or  which  may  be  either  in  whole  or  in  part  cleared  and 
fenced,  or  otherwi.se  improved,  used  or  occupied  and  held  by  defined  bound- 
aries, uidess  to  such  person  or  persons  respectively,  who  have  made  the 
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settlement,  clearing,  fencing  or  improvement,  their  legal  representatives  or 
assigns,  upon  proof  5f  ownership  of  such  settlement  or  improvement  right, 
and  if  any  warrant  shall  issue  otherwise  than  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be  void  : 
Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  abandoned  improvements. 

Section  3.  Every  applicant  for  a warrant  to  survey  vacant  land  shall, 
after  filing  his  or  their  application  for  such  warrant,  and  depositing  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  money  and  fee  with  the  Surveyor  General,  give  at 
least  thirty  days’  notice  of  the  filing  of  said  application,  with  a full  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  as  set  forth  in  the  application  by  publication,  once  a week 
for  three  successive  weeks,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  county  in 
Avhich  the  land  is  situate  and  nearest  its  location,  and  shall  furnish  proof 
that  such  notice  has  been  given  before  a warrant  shall  issue  : Provided, 

That  it  any  caveat  or  caveats  shall  have  been  entered  against  issuing  such 
warrant,  the  same  shall  not  issue  until  directed  by  the  board  of  property  ; 
and  if  the  board  of  propert}^  after  a hearing  upon  a citation  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  any  caveat  shall  decide  against  issuing  the  warrant,  the  purchase 
money  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  This  act  s'hall  not  apply  to  applications  for  warrants  filed  with 
the  Surveyor  General  before  its  passage.
